Prior to running for 
state office, he served for 12 
years as Superior Court Judge 
in Los Angeles County. 

Knight moved from Utah to 
California where he attended 
Stanford University and served 
in the Navy. Television viewers 
can watch the candidate in his 
role as commentator on Station 
KTTV, Channel 11, Los Angeles.

“It seems that some Mex- 
icans didn’t want us to land on 
their beach. 

“We were ‘gently ‘removed’ 
from our plane and given friend- 
ly notice of the same.” Reseck 
went on to say that he used Judo 
techniques to disengage himself, 
and left in a huff. 

Usually, though the red-haired 
Biology instructor is even-tem- 
pered. His students consider him 
a comedian as well as a teacher. 
Said student Jackie Schlegel, ‘‘Bi- 
ology is my very favorite class, 
and I hate science!”’

Protecting Inalienable Rights 


The topic for the Bill of Rights Week 
essay contest, “Assume individual respon- 
sibility to earn individual rights,” 
caused some controversy on Santa Ana 
College’s campus due to the question of 
whether the freedoms outlined under the 
first ten amendments to the Constitution 


have to be earned. 


It is true that these rights are inalien- 
able and therefore do not have to be earn- 
ed, but they still must be protected. 

Protected from whom? One very 
basic answer is protected from ourselves, 

_ for possibly no ideaology or no nation in 
itself is as potent a threat to these free- 
doms as the people who possess the rights 
and consequently abuse them. 

-This abuse is actually a failure to 
assume personal ‘responsibilities. The re- 
sponsibility to use the freedoms set forth 
by the Bill of Rights, and the responsibil- 
ity to fight for the rights of others to use 


them.
